Some members of congress who have 
talked with the secretary recently have 
informed him that there is little hope 
of tax legislation at the next session, 
but he feels that he should send his 
recommendations to the capitol re- 
gardless of the opposition.

Propaganda seeking to separate 
them, he declared, was being given 
wide distribution. 

_ it is my contention,” said Senator 

Brookhart, “that the interests of the 
producer. and consumer\are the same 
and that all men are, or ought to be, 
both producers and consumers. The 
agencies of distribution, inclading 
transportation, credit and marketing, 
are the servants and not the domi- 
nant power. 

“Of first importance is production. 
The only ultimate purpose of pro- 
duction is consumption. Certain 
basie facts call the farmer and the 
inborer together upon this economic 
theory and the quicker business recog- 
nizes the soundness of this theory and 
Joins in its Aonest development, the 
quicker we will reach prosperity and 
progress.” 

“Out of the dollar labor pays for 
the products of the farm, the farmer 
kets 37 cents as officially reported 
by the -joint committee of congress. 
Out of the dollar the farmer pays for 
the products of labor, the laboring 
man gets even less. This last fact is 
disputed but I think it substantially 
correct, | 

“The cost of distribution in the 
“UOnited States is unbearable. Its 
waste and inefficiency is destroying 
business itself. During the last ses- 
sion ef congress a_ distinguished 
United States senator said that 95 
per cent of American business as now 
organized ultimately fails. This sit- 
uation is unstable and unsound. 

“Since the farmer is the principal 
consumer of the product of labor,

Chicago, Aug. 23.—(By The Asso- 
ciated Press—An American transla- 
tion of the New Testament from the 
original Greek, and done in a simple. 


modern but vigorous style of English 
intended to be understandable to the 
average American reader, has just 
been completed by Dr. ar J. Good- 
speetl, chairman the New Testa- 
ment ep veeet of the University of 
Chicago, it ame known today. Dr. 
Goodspeed devoted three and one-half 
years to the task, having been invited 
to make the translation by the pub- 
lication department at the univer- 


sity. 

br. Goodspeed explained that the 
New Testament was “not written in 
classical Greek” nor the “Biblical 
Greek of the Greek version of the Old 
Testament, nor even in the literary 
Greek of its day, but in the common 
language of everyday life,” and that 
he therefore had souzht to put his 
translation in the everyday language 
of American life. 


Feeding the Multitude. 


His translation of the “miracle of 
feeding the multitude,” expressed in 
simple, direct English, follows: 

“The disciples said «o Him: 

““Where can we get bread enough 
in this solitude to feed such a cro*wd? 

“Jesus said to them: 

““How many loaves have you?” 

“They said: 

“*Seven, and a few small fish.’ 
_“Then he ordered the people to 
take their places on the ground, and 
he took the seven loaves and the fish 
and gave thanks and gave them to His 
disciples, and the disciples gave them 
to the pes. And they all ate and 
satisfied their hunger. And the pieces 
that they left that were picked up 
filled seven baskets. There were 4 000 
men that were fed, besides women 
and. children. And He dispersed the 
people and got into the boat and went 
to the district of Jordan. 

“The Pharisees and Sadducees 
rame up and to test Him, asked Him 
to show them a sign from heaven He 
answered: 

“‘It is a wicked and faithless age 
that insists on a sign, and no sign 
will be given it but the sign of 
Jonah.’

That the New Testament Greek was 
the common, everyday language of the 
time, Dr. Goodspeed said, was fully 
established by the pupyrus discov- 
eries and the grammatical researches 
of the last 25 years, years of great 
activity in the making of new lexi- 
cons of the Greek New Testament.

Memphis, Tenn., August 23.—Car- 
ter Glass, United States senator from 
Virginia, defended the federal reserve 
system in an address today before the 
Cotton States Merchants’ association, 
scored what he termed “misrepresen- 
tation” by “political demagogues” and 
made detailed reply to objections rais- 
ed by critics of the system. 
Senator Glass analyzed banking 
conditions under the system which 
prevailed prior to the establishment 
of the federal reserve board and pres- 
ent conditions and asserted that “there 
had not been'a time since President 
Wilson put his signature on the fed- 
eral reserve act that any legitimate 
business should have beén denied cred- 
it from any legitimate bank.”

In Open Letter 


Washington, August 23.—Publica- 
tion of a letter written by Senator 
Hiram Johnson to a friend in Cali- 
fornia, diseussing the politica] outlook 
for 1924, impelled the senator to is- 
sue a statement paying his respects 
to those who gave the letter to the 
public and adding that he hoped the 
incident would “be taken by the op- 
position as an invitation to a contest 
in California.” 

Apart from candidacies, the state- 
ment said, the “progressive republi- 
cans,” of California are determined 
that the state’s delegation to the re- 
publican national convention next 
year must represent truly a progres- 
sive republican state.” 

The letter to whose publication the 
senator referred was written from 
Europe in May, and was addressed to 
Charles K. McClatchy, of Sacramento. 
In it Mr. Johnson said he would like 
to be president, but saw. no prospect 
that President Harding could be de- 
feated for renomination. He added 
that he was convinced the Johnson 
element could not rally its old-time 
strength in California, and doubted 
whether he could carry the state 
“against Harding, Hoover or any 
other candidate.” 

Given Out With Strings. 

*Tonight’s statement was _ prefaced 
by Senator Johnson with a stipulation 
that he was giving it out for publi- 
eation “on express condition that it 
shall be published exactly as written 
and fully as written or not at all.’

COMMISSION REPORTS 
ON PRODUCTION COSTS. : 

Washington, August 23.—The cost 
of labor in production of one ton of 
anthracite increased from $1.62 in 
1913 to $3.97 in the tirst quarter of 
1923, the United States coal commis- 
sion announced today in a report giv- 
ing the result of its exhaustive study 
into production costs in the hard coal 
industry. The report: called aften- 
tion, however, that while labor costs 
formed 61.6 per cent of the sales 
realization price in 1913, they have 
dropped to 59.5 per cent in 1925. 

With special regard to indicated in- 
crease in labor costs, the report said: 

“Two important facts should be 
kept in mind. Only a part of the in- 
crease is due:to increased wage 
scales, a part being attributable to 
the greater amount of labor necessary 
in later. years to produce a ton of 
coal, due #0 physical changes in the 
mines, ete. Another consideration 
which applies to labor costs as well 
as other costs and to sales realization 
is that the purchasing power of the 
dollar was much greater in 19135 than 
in 1925. 

“The labor cost each successive 
year has either equaled or exceeded 
the previous year except that follow-

duction. The meetings have been 
thoroughly practical, with experi- 
enced demonstrators on the ground 
to instruct in a genuinely helpful 
manner. While barbecue luncheons 
have generally been served, the en- 
tire service has been based upon the 
idea of cooperation in helping Geor- 
gia to get away from the boll weevil 
menace by-at least devoting a good- 
ly portion profitably to other com- 
modities than cotton. 

Writing of the pasture tests, pic- 
tures of some of which will appear 
in a subsequent issue of The Con- 
stitution, J. F. Jackson, general agri- 
cultural agent of the Central of 
Georgia, says: 

“They point the way to such pas- 
tures as will make the southeast one 
of the most prdsperous stock raising 
sections in the country. The rapidly 
increasing interest in the making of 
such pastures is most encouraging. 
Nothing can stop a steady increase in 
the number of good pastures each 
year, because every new pasture is the 
cause of starting at least two or three 
more. No one can see live stock graz- 
ing a pasture of Lespedeza, carpet 
grass and Dallis grass without realiz- 
ing that such a pasture is as neces- 
sary on a stock farm as a supply of 
good water. The agricultural depart- 
ment of the Central of Georgia rail- 
way believes the establishment of such 
a pasture as is now known to be pos- 
sible on every farm in Alabama and 
Georgia, will place these states in the 
front rank of the live stock producing 
states of the union, and therefore feel 
that through encouraging the building 
of new pastures as rapidly as possible, 
they can do more to increase the 
prosperity of this section than in any 
other way.” 

Records kept {in 1922 for forty- 
four of the test pastures with a 
total of 1,068 acres, show that they 
grazed for an average period of 
278 days, more than one and two- 
fifths head of mature cattle or their 
equivalent per acre. 

With such proof that pastures 
may be easily made within a year 
at comparatively little cost, that will 
afford grazing for more than one 
mature animal per acre, it is well 
that Georgia farmers take an active 
interest in pasture improvements. 

There is no reason why Georgia 
should not be one of the leading 
live stock producing states in the 
union. Alfalfa is one of the best 
answers to boll weevil in northeast 
Georgia, as has been amply dem- 
onstrated.

The softener we 
have attaches to qny faucet in the 
house and the city water then passes 
through the softener, which, by a 
chemical process, renders the water 
softer than rain water. About 
once a week it is necessary to regen- 
erate the softener with common salt.

Answer—The water is harmless to 
drink, though I should prefer to drink 
the hard ~water. The synthetic ex- 
change silicate used in such softeners 
removes the calcium and magnesium 
from the water and gives its sodium to 
the water. The weekly addition of 
sodium chlorid (common salt) re- 
juvenates the softener. ;

Cornelia, Ga., August 23.—The 
Georgia Agricultural and Horticul- 
tural societies, in joint session, held 
the second day's meeting today in the 
.obby of the Monterey hotel, Mt. 


iry. 

The session adjourned at the aft- 
errroon session to meet at Griffin, Gu., 
in 1924. 

The meeting turned to a discussion 
of a more economic farm program for 
Georgia. 

The program consisted of discus- 
sions of farming as a business, the 
practice and science of agriculture, 
live stock as a factor in the new 
program of Georgia agriculture, stand- 
ardizing Georgia products for local 
markets and the changing of our sys- 
tem of agriculture from a credit to a 
cash basis. 

The boll weevil hag educated the 
farmers to this extent—more farmers 
are thinking about their work and 
what to do than ever before, and the 
weevil has imposed upon them the 
necessity of inaugurating a new agri- 
cultural program of diversified money 
crops, 

One hundred thousand negro farm 
tenants, it is estimated, left the state 
in the past few months, because they 
were unable to make enough cotton 
to pay for their meal tickets, and 
the farms on which they were operat- 
ing produced foods to last them only 
a short time. 
“Can the white land owners of the 
state hope to prosper or keep farm 
tenants, if the boll weevil continues to 
get more than half of the entire 
wealth of the state produced annual- 
ly on our farm lands?’ many are 
asking. 
This is what those farmers who 
fail to control the weevil and fail 
at the same time to rotate their crops 
so they will produce their foods and 
feeds are trying to do. 

Dr. McHatton Speaks. 
Dr. T. H. McHatton, professor of 
horticulture of the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture, emphasized the 
fact that anything that is scientific 
is practical and anything -that is 
practical and is a success is bound to 
be scientific. 
“If the agriculture that has helped 
to mortgage a larger and larger num- 
ber of our farms, year after year, 
and has made it impossible for farm- 
ers to combat the boll weevil suc- 
cessfully is practical,” he said, “‘then 
heaven deliver us from practical ag- 
riculture. 
“If we as a state had had a sens- 
ible program, we would fot at the 
present time be passing through such 
a crisis as the weevil has inflicted up- 
on us. We would be enjoying freedom, 
despite the weevil. 

“The control of the weevil is large- 

ly an individual problem, but the 
armer who arranges his program so 
he will have seveial pay days rather 
than only one in a year is sure of 
ke@ping out of bankruptcy if he ex- 
ercises good business judgment.” 
C. O. Carpenter, manager of the 
new business department, Fourth 
National bank, Macon, Ga., said in 
part: 

“The farm must be considered more 
in the Jight of a business proposition. 
The farmer’ should have faith 
in himself as a _ business man, 
and in his project ag a business ven- 
ture. He must also have credit and 
lastly he must have capital to operate. 

“If our farmers had been capable 


.of or equipped for handling the farm 


question under weevil conditions we 
would never have experienced our 
present depression. 

“People with two money crops are 
usually more prosperous than those 
with one, and if they have three 
money crops they are still more pros- 


perous. 
Diversification. 

“Diversification is one of the 
means of making our agriculture able 
to deal with such problems as the boll 
weevil has brought upon us,” 

Dr. H. E. Stockbridge said in his 
speech that our real curse has been 
our credit system, “which has to go 
before we get back on our feet. We 
may have to eliminate the middle 
man, do nway with the time mer- 
chant, and farmers do business direct 
with the banks. 

“This will enable farmers to develop 
a better business education and a 
more practice] experience in finance.” 

Professor MC. P. Jarnigan, profes- 
sor of animal husbandry of the state 
college, likenei the present agricul- 
tural situation to a man, who by ac- 
cident, had swallowed an egg. He 
was afraid to: move for fear the egg 
would break, and he was afraid to 


hatch. 

“The farmer is afraid to move out 
of the rut—it may break him,” he 
said. “He is afraid to keep in the 
rut—for fear of perishing. 

“Our first job is to wipe out over 
$75,000,000 food and feed biil that 
we now are, sending to the west for 
alfalfa, beef. poric and grain, and 
mixed animal feeds. That will util- 
ize some of the lands now being used 
to maintain an army of boll weevils. 

“The pig man, the poultry man, the 
ealf man, and the orchard man— 
they are the ones who are making 
money today. It is not the fellows 
who have stuck by cotton. The live 
stock farmer has at least 24 pay days 
m year, and the cotton farm only 
one, and not even that in some places 
for the past three years.” 

Director Stuckey, of the state ex- 
periment station. presented new data 
or the pecan industry, which brought 
much money into Georgia in recent 
years. This is the king of all nuts 
and Georgia is ideally adepted to its 
growth, Mr. Stuckey said.

school finances. (With more definite 
and open information regarding’ ex- 
penditures, and with 2 more business- 
like system of appropriations. ) 
_ “The need for better school admin 
istration. (The county unit system 
option, the election cf the county and 
state school superintendent apart from 
politics, the reorganization of admin- 
istrative boards. 

“The need for more discussion and 
study of the meaning and purposes 
and results of education, so that in 
better type of education may he se- 
cured for the 900,000 school children 
of Georgia. + + « & widespread reor- 
ganization and reformation in eduea- 
tional ideals and practices are 
equally important.” ge 

745,485 Are Enrolled. 

Dr. Parks estimated the atate’s 
population at 3,000,000, with a school 
enrollment of 745,435, or twenty-five 
per cent, in 1922. In the firs grade 
there were 201,254 pupils: in the 
seventh 40,557; entering freshman. 
3,100, and college gradautes 896, 

“The losses in the primary and 
elementary grades are appalling.” he 
continued. “Start the child right and 
he can help himself. But start a child 
wrong and his future is not promising. 

“Our point of view in elementary 
education needs reorganizing. In the 
past we have started too much with 
the adult’s overhead point of view. 
Sometimes we have forced upon the 
lower schools an unscientific, lockstep, 
mechanical organization. 

“Sometimes we have forced 
the child an artificial and uninter- 
esting type of work. Sometimes the 
terms were too short, the promotions 
were too rapid and the work was too 
difficult for the children. 

“No wonder so many children have 
gtown discouraged and failed and 
dropped out of school. It is a 
tragedy. We should start with the 
child and work up instead of starting 
jie adult scholarship and working 
down.

Thoroughness in Work. 


Taking up: high schools specifically,“ 


Dr. Parks showed that in 1922 there 
Were 26,922 students in the first grade 
of the high schools; there were about 
6,000 to graduate in the fourth grace, 
and about 3,000 to enter the freshman 
class at college. These losses, he con- 
tinued, in part were due to imperfect 
foundation laid in the lower grades ; 
partly to the impractical and unin- 
teresting course of study found ir 
some of the schools, and partly to 
meny other causes. :
